Six Persons Under Strict 
Surveillance to Pre­ 
vent Leaving State. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Aug. 4.—Sen­ 
sational developments in the renewed 
investigation into the murders of the 
Rev. Edward W. Hall and his choir 
ginger, Mrs. Eleanor Mills “if certain 
things happen” were promised within 
12 hours today by State Senator Al­ 
exander Simpson, special prosecutor, 
as the probe threatened to degener­ 
ate into a game of “warrants, 
war­ 
rants, whose got the warrants.” 
Simpson’s promise 
of 
action fol­ 
lowed an official denial that warrants 
for six persons had been issued in 
connection with the case. 
“If I am prosecutor no 
warrants 
have been issued," Simpson said. “If 
any are out, they are getting in my 
way.” 
Who “they” are, Simpson did not 
say, but on the heels of his announce­ 
ment came one from Prosecutor Fran­ 
cis L. Bergen, of Somerset 
county, 
setting forth that he also knew noth­ 
ing of the six warrants, reports 
of 
which have been current in this sec­ 
tion until they were generally accept­ 
ed as fact. 
Simpson admitted that he had given 
orders for a close surveillance over 
six persons, two of whom are said to

CAMPAIGN FUNDS OF ILLINOIS 
WINNER REING INVESTIGATED 


Senate Slush Fund Prob­ 
ers Turn Spotlight Up­ 
on Contributors to 
Frank Smith in Recent 
Primary Election. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4. 
- Turning its 
spotlight upon contributors to the 
campaign fund of Frank L. Smith, who 
won the Republican senatorial nomin­ 
ation, the senate slush fund committee 
today sought to learn why the public 
uutility interests of the state showered 
their financial support upon the chair­ 
man of the Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission in his successful primary race. 
This curiosity and a proposed in­ 
quiry into the activities of the Anti­ 
saloon league in illinois appeared to 
be the high-lights on the program for 
the remaining sessions of the investi­ 
gation into the recent million-dollar 
Illinois primary. 
The investigation, 
according to Senator Reed, D., of Mo., 
chairman will 
close 
by Thursday 
night, unless there are unexpected 
developments. 
The committee however desires to 
know why the men, whose fortunes 


are invested in public utilities, should 
rain 
contributions 
upon 
the 
man 
charged with supervision of the in­ 
corporation, management, capitaliza­ 
tion, expansion of and rates charged 
by their properties. The testimony to 
date shows that 8206,335 wag spent 
by these interestsaon behalf of Smith’s 
candidacy, a sum *811,000 in excess of 
the amount which drove Senator Tru­ 
man H. Newberry, R., of Michigan, out 
of the senate a few years ago. 
Congressman Ira C. Copley, of Au­ 
rora, ll!., head of a number of public 
utilities, and Clement Studebaker, Jr., 
president of the Illinois Traction com­ 
pany, were summoned to appear to­ 
day. 
Copley gave 825,000 and Stude­ 
baker 820,000 to the Smith campaign. 
Tho “big angel," Samuel Insull, head 
of a score of public utilities, who con­ 
tributed $125,000 
and 
spent 833,735 
more on anti-court propaganda, may 
not be recalled. Copley and Studeba­ 
ker, however, will be asked why they 
swelled the Smith campaign fund. 
Studebaker, however, was reported 
out of the city. 
The inquiry into

league’s activities will revolve around 
the questioning of George B. Safford, 
state superintendent, who

formed Mrs. Powell this fpornlng,” 
gold Miss Myler.

’ lifted from the grave.” 
The dog, which has been in tho 
Powell family since a two-weeks-old 
pup, died Sunday night after an ill­ 
ness of about IO days, according to 
Mrs. Powell. The dig was embalmed 
by a local undereat r, placed In J 
$35 casket, she said, and on Tuesday 
morning was taken to a lot at the 
edge of 
Spring Grove 
cemetery 
where it was buried. 
Mrs. Powell. 
.her husband and daughter, wet* the 
only mourners at tho funeral of the 
canine. 
Mrs. Powell was on the verge of a 
physical break down at tier home this 
morning as a result of the death of 
the family pet. 
“I loved tho dog like one of the fam­ 
ily.'’ she told a reporter. “We took her 
when she was two weeks old and be­ 
came very much attached to her. She 
occupied the same bed with us and 
was never out of the 
house unless 
some one accompcnied her. 
“Ten days ago she became ill. 
I 
called In every doctor in East Liver­ 
pool who was available and took her 
o Lisbon where a veterinary examin­ 
ed her. No nope for lier recovery wa* 
held out but we were advised to take 
her to the country where Bhe might 
run around. 
We took her to a camp 
last Thursday and about IO o’clock 
Sunday night she fell over. I picked 
her up in my arms and a minute later 
she breathed her last.” 
Upon the casket 
which she pur 
chased from a local undertaker Mon­ 
day was a silver plate, bearing th# In­ 
scription, “Our Darling,” Mrs. Powell 
said. A large boquet of flowers, pre­ 
pared by a florist, accompanied the 
dog to its last resting place. A photo­ 
grapher took a picture of the dog in 
the plush lined casket at the Powell 
home before burial took place Tues­ 
day morning.

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Too Many War Memorials^ 
The erection of American war memorials in France and Bel 
glom has already been considerably overdone. Recently Gen. 
Pershing urged that the tendency to indiscriminate placing of 
such monuments be curbed. Now the American battle monu­ 
ments commission has made its annual report, confirming all that 
Pershing said and adding some observations of its own. 
In addition to the war cemeteries, 14 permanent and 55 tem­ 
porary war memorials have been constructed by or for American 
military organizations. Some of these are already unkempt and 
deteriorating. Some are surrounded by weeds and brush. Others 
are not even historically accurate. It is easy to believe that a 
few are not artistic or in good taste. In some instances their 
maintenance places a burden on the communities in which they 
are located. 
It is perfectly proper, as everyone, including Gen. Pershing, 
admits, to maintain the American war cemeteries and to have 
a few suitable monuments to our war heroes. It is in very bad 
taste, however, to scatter war memorials indiscriminately through 
the war zone, exaggerating our contribution to the final victory 
and flaunting our own pride and grief in the lands of our war 
allies who suffered more than we did. 


a variation probably conceived by 
Jefferson from the French designs of 
the period, and the home contains a 
score of innovations created by the 
studious genius who was everywhere 
an Innovator.

California and Florida are only the first goals of this tide of 
population. Many of the advantages they offered to newcomers 
are to be found in other southern states and all of them have their 
own unique attractions. 
The whole south has experienced a remarkable industrial de­ 
velopment of late. Its agriculturists have suffered less than those 
of other sections. It has, still awaiting development, a larger area 
of cultivable land than any other section. It has numerous fine 
harbors and a splendid inland waterway system. Its climate and 
recreational opportunities are excellent. • 
All of these things indicate that a southward migration will 
be a sensible and profitable one for many people. But the north 
won’t be depopulated. It has its charms and advantages, too. It 
will be benefited, along with the whole country, by the fuller de­ 
velopment of the south or of any hitherto undeveloped section. 


The Finest Education 
A school teacher writes of education as follows: 
“We are reforming our system continually, but we cannot 
eliminate the two great flaws—mass education and education by 
schedule. The way to educate children is to teach the individual 
what he wants to know when he wants to know it; and it will be 
many a long decade before the dear people will let go of the money 
for that.” 
Individual education of the sort suggested does cost money 
and is hard to fit into our democratic public school system. Yet 
it is an ideal worth aiming toward and worth persuading the pub­ 
lic to pay for.

The Home of Jefferson—ll. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 4. — 
Monticello, home of Thomas Jefferson 
and mecca this year of thousands of 
pilgrimages inspired by 
the 
150th 
anniversary of his writing of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
100th anniversary of his death, is a 
colonial home, standing on a high hill 
about three miles east of Charlottes­ 
ville, Va. 
It was designed by Jeffer­ 
son himself. 
While at first glance the fine old 
house has the typical colonial appear­ 
ance given by its classic white col­ 
umns and brick walls, closer observa­ 
tion reveals the rotunda and dome as 


Randolph IV chose to be buried out 
side the original plot at the northeast 
corner next to his nearest kin. 
On I he level below the main house 
stand the servants’ quarters and kitch­ 
en on one side, and the ice house and 
other utility structures on the other, 
and a passage under the whole houso 
leads 
to 
these 
structures. 
Trees 
planted by Jefferson dot the grounds, 
some of them now aging and undergo­ 
ing the treatm ent of tree surgeons to 
preserve them. 
The main doorway 
from the eastward pillared portico 
leads into the great reception hall.

fect classic of colonial design.

other fine buildings have since been 
added, surrounding the original uni­ 
versity, but it remains the center and 
the outstanding architectural feature 
of the institution. 
This center of learning was Jeffer­ 
son’s expression of his belief that a 
free government could only be main- 
gency by having their shoes on back-■. tnined by an educated and enlightened

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Solons Give Permit tor Rocco 
Day Fireworks at Hammond Park 


Pass Resolution Banning 
Unauthorized Pyrp- 
technical Displays in 
Parks and Public Places 
in City. 


THREE VACANCIES 
IN SCHOOL STAFF 


Wellsville Italians will hold their 
annual St. Rocco day observance on 
August 14 at Hammond park Instead 
of Central park, as A result of action 
by city council last night. 
The solons, in considering petitions 
from a number of local churches and 
Bible schools, ordered the fireworks 
jjtrt of the program moved to Ham­ 
mond park, and “authorized and di­ 
rected” trustees of the park to grant 
permission for the pyrotechnical dis 
play which precedes the religious ex­ 
ercises on Sunday. 
Approximately 45 persons attended 
the meeting, including church people 
sponsoring petitions and Italian resi­ 
dents In charge of plans for the ROC­ 
CO day observance. 
The solons caucused for more than 
half an hour, locked up in police 
headquarters, 
before 
reaching 
an 
agreement on the plan of legislation. 
After the passage of the resolu­ 
tion permitting the fireworks display, 
which was the chief Issue at stake, 
City Solicitor S. C. Luccock, address­ 
ing the audience, pointed out that 
council's action was prompted by 
a 
spirit of fairness to everyone con­ 
cerned, asserting that the solons had 
been embarrassed to a great extent 
by reason of the fact that the cele­ 
bration promoters had already gone 
to great expense for the event, act­ 
ing upon Mayor 
Fogo’s 
permission 
which, at that time was thought to be 
the proper mode of proceedings. Delv­ 
ing down into the city ordinances of 
1910, council, however, found that the 
decision rested 
entirely 
in 
their 
hands, this discovery having been 
made several weeks after the Ital­ 
ians had made request for permission. 
The solons, the solicitor explained, 
had endeavored 
to strike a golden 
medium 
in offering Hammond park 
for the fireworks this year, anil felt 
they had met the situation in a fair 
and liberal spirit with 
justice 
to 
themselves and to the city. 
The resolution, which, passed as an 
emergency measure, becomes effect­ 
ive immediately, reads as follows: 
“Be it resolved by the council of 
the city of Wellsville, state of Ohio: 
"Section I :—That the director of 
public service of said city of W ells­ 
ville and the board of park,. trustees 
of Hammond's park, be and they are 
hereby duly authorized and directeJ 
to permit the giving of pyrotechnic 
display of fireworks In said park on 
tho 14th of August, 1926, commonly 
called Rocco's day, subject to control 
and direction of said board of park 
trustees.

The erection of American war memorials in France and Bel­ 
gium has already been considerably overdone. 
Recently Gen. 
Pershing urged that the tendency to indiscriminate placing of 
such monuments be curbed. 
Now the American battle monu­ 
ments commission has made its annual report, confirming all that 
Pershing said and adding some observations of its own. 
In addition to the war cemeteries, 14 permanent and 55 tem­ 
porary war memorials have been constructed by or for American 
military organizations. Some of these are already unkempt and 
deteriorating. Some are surrounded by weeds and brush. Others 
are not even historically accurate. 
It is easy to believe that a 
few are not artistic or in good taste. In some instances their 
maintenance places a burden on the communities in which they 
are located. 
It is perfectly proper, as everyone, including Gen. Pershing, 
admits, to maintain the American war cemeteries and to have 
a few suitable monuments to our war heroes. It is in very bad 
taste, however, to scatter war memorials indiscriminately through 
the war zone, exaggeiajing our contribution to the final victory 
and flaunting our own pride and grief in the lands of our war 
allies who suffered more than we did.

The erection of American war memorials in France and Bel­ 
gium has already been considerably overdone. 
Recently Gen. 
Pershing urged that the tendency to indiscriminate placing of 
such monuments be curbed. Now the American battle monu­ 
ments commission has made its annual report, confirming all that 
Pershing said and adding some observations of its own. 
In addition to the war cemeteries, 14 perm anent and 55 tem- 
porary war memorials have been constructed by or for American 
military organizations. Some of these are already unkempt and 
deteriorating. Some are surrounded by weeds and brush. Others 
are not even historically accurate. It is easy to believe that a 
few are not artistic or in good taste. In some instances their 
maintenance places a burden on the communities in which they 
are located. 
It is perfectly proper, as everyone, including Gen. Pershing, 
admits, to maintain the American war cemeteries and to have 
a few suitable monuments to our war heroes. It is in very bad 
taste, however, to scatter war memorials indiscriminately through 
the war zone, exaggerating our contribution to the final victory 
and flaunting our own pride and grief in the lands of our war 
allies who suffered more than we did.

This center of learning was Jeffer­ 
son’s expression of his belief that a 
free government could only be main­ 
tained by an educated and enlighten ai 
people- 
That the people should bo 
able to learn he established a free 
state university, and in this he has 
been followed throughout, the land. 
The collections of his own years of 
study at home and abroad he gave to 
this establishment, and on his tomb­ 
stone ho is remembered, by his own 
wish, for three acts in his life—the 
writing of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, the authorship of Virginia’s hill 
for religious freedom, and the found­ 
ing of the University of Virginia. 
After Jefferson’s death, his estate 
much involved in debt as he had spent 
great sums on Monticello and lost a 
fortune through endorsing the notes 
of friends, was sold. 
It was bought 
by Uriah P. Levy, an officer in the 
Navy, who wanted it to become a 
home in Virginia for Presidents of the 
United States.

"Section 4—This resolution is here­ 
by declared to be an em ergency reso 
lution necessary to peace, health and 
safety in preventing

im m ediately upon its passage.”
